New York, Jan. 26.—A plan to set 


the clocks nlf 
the United States 


ahead an hour May 1 to save day- 
light until September 30, will be con- 
sidered by the Daylight 'Saving ^Po- 
'ionnl Convention which begins here 
Monday. 


"This plan," said Borough Presi- 


dent Marcus M. Marks o'f New York, 
who (fathered the idea in this counr 
try," which was so siipeesslftilly used 
in Europe last year, would save the 
United States $00,000,000 in artifi- 
cial light and fuel alone. 


"This plan has been heartily en-

elsewhere. 


"The plan is simply that between 


May 1 and September 30, when day- 
light wwnes .so early, we

artificial light.
